Hitherto we have not 
becm anything like cautious enough in 
setting out fires in'dry weather. Jleck- 
lessncss has marked our treatment of 
our great forei^ti treaauroH; and yyo are 
boginning.to,BeeitatVwilful;Wa8te will 
bring wofurwfiht."'
